Noted Bandit’s Aide in 
$391 Theft at Broad and 
Alabama _ Believed To 
Have Been Jack Martin, 
Escaped Life-Termer. 


MANAGER FORCED 
TO LIE ON FLOOR 


G. H. Herbert, Threaten- 
ed With Two Revolvers, 
Sees Cash Register Emp- 
tied of Its Contents. 


Two white bandits, one of them 
positively identified as Leland Har- 
vey, notorious Georgia desperado, held 
up a loan offtce in the heart of the 
downtown section Friday afternoon, 
robbed the cash register of $591.25 
and escaped. 

Shown photographs of Harvey, who 
is one of the most daring holdup 
men in the south, G. H. Herbert, 
of 390 North Highland avenue, N. 
E., manager of the Citizens Finance 
Company, said the leader of the pair 
tallied in every detail with the pic- 
ture. He described the other man as 
being tall and rather slim, with sal- 
low complexion. It is believed by po- 
lice that this man was Jack Mar- 
tin, known in Macon as a killer type 
of bandit.’ Harvey is under sentence 
of 110 years while Martin was serv- 
ing life: for the ‘murder of a man 
during a holdup in Bibb county. Har- 
vey and Martin, leading eight other 
prisoners, escaped from the state pris- 
on farm Monday. 

James Head, a negro employed as 
(porter in the building, which is lo- 
cated at Broad and Alabama streets, 
likewise was emphatic in his asser- 
tion that the leader of the two men 
was the same man pictured in the 
photograph of Harvey. 

Asked for Information. 

Herbert said that at about 3:30 
o’clock one man, whom he identified 
as Harvey, entered the office and 
asked for information about location 
of the American Financy Company. 
When he had béen told, the manager 
said, the man thanked him and went 
out into the hall, Herbert said he 
himself sat down at his, desk to go 
over accounts. Scarcely a minute had 
passed when the same man re-entered, 
walked up to the grilled window and 
stuck a steel-blue revolver through 
the cage, ordering him to sit where 
he was and hold up his hands. 

At almost the same instant, Her- 
bert said, a second man_ entered, 
kicked open the locked door to the 
business office and covered him with 
a nickel-plated revolver. This man 
ordered him to lie upon the floor. 

While tke second bandit held a gun 
upon him, Herbert said, the m@n he 
identified as Harvey quickly came 
around into the office, scooped up all 
the currency and silver in the cash 
drawer and then turned upon him: _ 

“Open that safe!” the short bandit 
commanded, 

“You've got all the money in the 
house,” Herbert said he told them. 
“What more do you want? There's 
not a cent in the safe.”

TOLONDON MEET 


Hoover Warns U.S. Must 
Confine Participation to 
Economic Issues. 


BY C. P. WILLIAMSON. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—(>)— 
President Hoover today enlisted the 
assistance of Ambassador Charles G. 
Dawes to strengthen still further 
America’s representation at the Lon- 
don conference of ministers. 

In addition the chief executive has 
taken the position that active Amer- 
ican participation must be confined to 
economie problems. This was made 
known after several trans-Atlantic tel- 
ephone conversations between Mr. 

Joover and Secretary Stimson, at 
Paris. ' 

While a wide range of attending 
political questions is expected by the 
administration to be raised in con- 
nection with the formulation, of a 
plan for economic relief for @ermany, 
any suggestions which the American 
delegates may put forward on such 
issues will be wholly informal. 

Politics Taboo. 

The president’s taboo on active 
American participation in _ political 
cammitments or guarantees was de- 
scribed by a high administration au- 
thority as a specific a of the 
general American policy against en- 
tanglement in Europe's politics. 

Acting Secretary Castle, of the state 
department emphasized today that the 
part of the conference's work in 
which the United States was interest- 
ed was that of banking and economics. 

He added that Ambassador Dawes 
would sail for Europe July 22 on the 
Mauretania. The ambassador was one 
of the principal formulators of the 
original Dawes plan of reparations 
which was supplanted by the Young 
plan. He has been on leave from his 
post attending to private affairs in 
Chicago. 

With the addition of Dawes’ name 
to the delegation. America will be 
represented by Secretary Stimson, 
Secretary Mellon and the ambassador, 
Resides these, Ambassador Gibson, 
American envoy to Belgium, is in Lon- 
don attending a conference of experts 
called to adjust the unsettled details 
of the Hoover moratorium plan. 

Stimson’s Report. 

Secretary Stimson, in one of his 
telephone calls, told the chief execu- 
tive without conyment of the French 
position on political guarantees in con- 
nection with economic relief for Ger- 
many. Official reports from Paris 
have outlined three ae in 8 
demands. They included a customs 
guarantee for a projected $500,000,000 
loan: maintenance of the present level 
of the German military budget for 10 
years and maintenance of the status 
quo in political questions for a sim- 
ilar period. 

While there was no official com- 
ment on the plan’s political aspects, 
it was broadly hinted today it would 
be rejected by Secretary Stimson if it 
involves official American participa- 
tion, 

One role which officials here ex- 
pect the United States to play is that 
of endeavoring to get the French and 
Germans to an understanding of ques- 
tions which have increased in inten- 
sity during the past ‘few weeks. Nev- 
eral times recently, the administra- 
tion has hinted broadly that it feels a 
Franco-German understanding is nec- 
essary. 

Senate republican leaders received 
with gratification the announcement 
by President Hoover that American 
participation in the London confer- 
ence would be limited strictly to eco- 


rnomic questions. 


Senators Reed, of Pennsylvania, and 
Bingham, of Connecticut, both ex- 
pressed confidence that this limitation 
would be adhered to.

CANADIAN TARIFF HITS | 


AMERICAN MAGAZINES:

OTTAWA, Ont., July 17.—(UP)— 
American newspapers and magazines 
will become almost a ]uxury in Uan-,; 
ada under the new tariff charges an- 
nounced today by Premier R. B. Ben- 
nett. 

Leading weekly magazines like the 
Saturday Evening Post and Colliers, 
which sell for five cents a copy in the 
United States, will cost Canadian 
readers 235 cents on the newsstands. 
The new tariff rates will increase the 
price of many American publications 
so greatly as almost to exclude them, 
it is bélieved. 

The new tariff rates are aimed par- 
ticularly at magazines and dailies 
which carry comic or feature sections 
and those which have a large adver- 
tising volume. They will cause Amer- 
ican publishers to adopt an entirely 
new system of distribution through 
Canada, 
service approximately $400,000 loss in 
revenue. 

The drastic feature of the new tar- 
iff is that it allows no tax rebate on 
unsold copies. The result, according 
to Charles V. Lucas, secretary of the 
North American Magazine Publishers’ 
Association, importer and news dealer, 
will be almost prohibitive prices on 
many publications, to insure dealers 
against loss.

Made From Cotton : 


Equal To Silk, 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Para- 
chutes of domestic cotton. cloth de- 
veloped by the bureau of standards in 
co-operation with the national ad- 
visory committee for-aeronautics have 
/proven equal or superior to those 
made of parac hute silk in strength 
and tear resistance and have perform- 
ed well in trials by the navy depart- 
ment, Director George K. Burgess an- 
nounced today. 

The cotton cloth was woven in the 
bureau mill and in addition to prov- 
ing its strength and tear resistance, 
met the requirements with respect to 
air permeability and weighed only a 
few tenths of an ounce per square 
yerd more than silk cloth. The navy 
tests have indicated clearly that the 
cotton parachute closely approached 
one made of silk in the performance 
as to rate of descent, opening time, 
strength and ability to function when 
stored in the pack for 60 days. The 
cotton cloth increased the weight of 
the equipment from 18 to 19 pounds, 
an increase well within practical 
limits. 

A specification for cotton para- 
chute cloth has been prepared and 
cotton yarns suitable for this purpose 
are now being woven commercially in 
the United States.
